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Council oks residence

Upland City Council Monday night 
approved establishment of a senior 
citizens residence facility at the 
northwest corner of Euclid Avenue 
and Ninth Street. 

The council voted approval after 
hearing support for the project from 
neighboring residents who had 
opposed a home for ‘‘problem’’ girls 
proposed for the same site and had 
opposed a mentally retarded facility 
which was operated for several 
years at that address. 

At the urging of neighboring 
residents the council decided to 
limit the senior citizen home 
conditional use permit to exclude 
mentally retarded delinquent and 
alcoholic people. 

The facility will provide room and 
board, but not nursing care, for a 
maximum of 26 senior citizens in 
contrast to the 12-16 teenage girls 
under the previous proposal. 

Council members questioned 
whether the facility was, large 
enough for the number of proposed 
residents and indicated concerns 
about the safety of the building in 
case of fire. 

The limit of 26 residents is based 
on the number of bedrooms 
available and the amount of income 
that would be necessary for the 
business to be economically sound, 
according to Bill Davis, who 
represented operator Gwendolyn 
Chap. 

Although the facility will not be 
licensed by the state Department of 
Health, kitchen facilities must be 
approved by the county Health 
Department and safety features 
such as doorways and stairs must be 
approved by the Upland Fire and 
Building departments. 


The council also approved 
construction of a racquetball 
facility southeast of Foothill 
Boulevard and Mountain Avenue 
with the condition that City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard work-out 
access roads to Mountain Avenue 
and Foothill Boulevard to minimize 
traffic disturbance. 


The facility will not have traffic 
access from Golden Rain Street in 
order to limit the effect on the 
adjacent residential neighborhood. 


In personnel matters Monday 
night the council approved the 
appointment of acting Police Chief 
Coy Estes to succeed John A. 
Wessety when he retires Aug. 1. 


The council also approved the 
appointment of Gene “Bill” Young 
as planning director to replace Rod 


Anderson who will coordinate the 
city’s federally funded programs. 

Young was associate planner in 
Anaheim where he coordinated 
housing and community 
development projects. The 
appointment is effective Aug. 1. 

Upland’s first woman police 
officer was approved by the council 
Monday night. Sandra Shuster was 
named to probationary status as a 
police officer, effective Aug. 1. 

The council confirmed Mayor 
George Gibson’s appointments of 
Jerry Morris and Donald Brownell 
to their second four-year terms on 
the Planning Commission. 

The council also confirmed 
Gibson’s appointment of John Zinda 
to fill a vacancy on the commission 
created by the resignation of Leo 
Leal. Hal Bailin opposed Zinda’s 
appointment citing his connections 
with a limited development group, 
Citizens for Quality Living. 

Bailin, who exchanged words with 
group representatives on several 
occasions, said he did not personally 
oppose Zinda, but added, ‘‘I do not 
think this group has shown the 
degree of responsibility necesary”’ 
to function ‘‘impartially and fairly” 
on the Planning Commission. 

Gibson noted Zinda’s continuing 
interest and involvement in city 
planning and commented, ‘I look

forward to additional balance on the 
commission as a result of ‘the 
appointment.”’ 

Zinda was a strong supporter of 
Gibson in the March mayoral 
election against former Mayor 
Abner Haldeman and has 
consistently requested the city to 
require larger lot sizes in the 
northwest section of Upland. 

Council members agreed to 
request appointment of City 
Manager Lee Travers to fill a 
vacancy on the board of directors of 
the San Antonio Water Co. 


Bailin informed council members 
of the formation of a citizens 
advisory board to a regional 
committee which administers the 
requirements of the clean water act 
and invited members to nominate 
citizens to represent Upland on the 
advisory board. Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas represents the city on the 
official board. 

In other recent actions the 
council: 


— Awarded Amick Construction 
Co. of Ontario a $51,344 contract to 
construct water mains and related 
work on 16th Street between Central 
and Benson avenues. 

— Approved annexation of a total 
of 60 acres between Wilson and 
Benson avenues north of 16th Street.

80 scouts, adults and aides who par- 
ticipated in games, arts, crafts and 
meal preparation highlighting the 
study of the five senses, according 
to codirector Coralynn Geiger of 
Cucamonga. 


Tonight’s family event will allow 
day campers and families to test 
their own senses as they view ex- 
hibits prepared by each group of 
campers. 

One craft group made brightly 
colored ‘‘Eyes of God’’ to emphasize 
the sense of seeing. Another used pie 
tins and beverage can pop tops to 
make noisy tambourines for the 
sense of hearing. 

Other activities included sensing 
the park through sight, hearing, 
touch and smell. Girls became ac- 
quainted not only with the natural 
qualities of the park but also the 
human qualities when they made 
posters and puppets after a trash 
clean up, which included such 
‘finds’ as straws and pop tops. 

A tasting experience was based on 
“surprise soup,” a dish which turns 
out different every time. Each girl 
contributes a can of soup for the 
“surprise” taste which depends on 
the combination of soups. 

“Surprise soup’ is a favorite with 
many girls, but the adults aren't 
always as enthusiastic about the 
taste, according to Mrs. Geiger. 

Mealtime is “primarily a fun-type 
activity” with the girls planning and 
preparing the menu, she said and 
noted meals have included chicken 
burritos, pigs-in-a-blanket, and 
fresh ice cream, which is a fayorite. 

Both scouts and leaders. learn 
from the day camp, according to 
Mrs. Geiger, who noted scouts 
remember to include salt after leav- 
ing it out once and leaders learn that 
cooking over a charcoal fire takes 
longer than cooking at home. 

Scouts also practice basic camp 
skills, work to fulfill badge re- 

, quirements, and join in songfests 
and games. 

A special advantage of the six-day 


camp is meeting new people, she 
said.

Day camp provides especially 
valuable learning for new leaders:

said.

Geiger, who said the day camp 
program is flexible enough to allow 
leaders to plan activities they are 
comfortable leading and the girls 
enjoy doing. 

She said the hardest job in camp is 
working with the mascot unit com- 
posed of younger children of the 
leaders. Mascot leaders are charged 
with entertaining, watching and 
teaching a group which ranges in 
age from 18 months to 6 years.

The early struggles of San Bernar- 
dino County towns is indicated in an 
unusual research effort completed 
as the result of a special study by 
Treasure Index, a New York fact 
finding publication. The result gives 
a graphic picture of the towns that 
pioneered their way through the 
1800’s. Towns established in the 
1900’s are not included in the survey. 

The study shows that 80 towns 
were established in the 1800’s and 
58.7% couldn’t cope with the 
demands of progress. Twenty- five 
of the original total are still func- 
tioning fully. Eight experienced dif- 
ficulties, lost public and commer- 


cial facilities, populations ebbed and 
post offices suspended. Despite the 
loss of momentum these towns 
bravely continued to function. 

The remaining 47 towns ran into 
real trouble and began to drop by the 
wayside. They are no longer to be 
found on recent maps and are now 
ghostly shells of their historic pasts. 
At least 26 of these are considered 
completely abandoned and un- 
populated. It is. interesting to note 
that more than 50 new towns, fully 
functioning, have been established 
in the 1900s. 

“The San Bernardino County 
Report’’ ($2) names the fully func- 


Sewage, water tax 


rates cut 


A 31 per cent sewer tax rate 
reduction is being planned by the 
Cucamonga County Water District 
(CCWD) for fiscal year 1976-77. 

The district board anticipates 
lowering the sewer tax from 13 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to 
nine cents. This is the largest single 
tax reduction since the formation of 
the sewer improvement district in 
1963, according to Lloyd Michael, 
general manager for the district. 

The general tax rate for the entire 
water district for bond debt service 
will be lowered from 31 cents to 27 
cents, an additional 13 per cent. 

The final budget for the district 
will not be approved until August. At 
that time the new rates are to be put 
into effect. 

The reduction is based on a 15 per 
cent increase in the assessed valua- 
tion for the district. 

Michael said the district’s current 
water service rates are lower than 
any of the surrounding communities 
and expects them to remain the 





same for next year. 

The reason the district can keep 
cutting its tax rate, Michael said, is 
because the taxes only pay off bond 
principal and indebtedness. 

“We don’t use any tax money for 
our general operations or capital 
improvements,’”’ Michael pointed 
out. 

In the fiscal year 1957-58, the 
water tax rate was 83 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. A steady 
downward spiral has been the 
pattern for the district. The same 
has been true of the sewer tax rate, 
which is listed as a separate tax. 

Proud of his district’s achieve- 
ment, Michael said the public should 
be aware ‘“‘that some of us are 
fighting the inflation battle.” 

The district is not obligated under 
law to lower its tax rate at all, yet it 
voluntarily does so each year, he 
Said. 

“We are one of the few public 
agencies that has lowered its tax- 
es,’ Michael said.

Fish and shellfish play a 
featured role in Japanese 
cooking. 

Because of Japan’s 
geography, seafood is as 
basic to the diet as rice, and 
everyone Japanese eats 
seomething from the sea 
every day. Although the 
islands of Japan are limited 
in land area, no waters are 
more bountiful than the 
seas surrounding Japan.

A primitive environment, 
complete with sea lion colonies, 
giant coreopsis flowers, and Indian 
artifacts, lies 14 miles off the coast 
of California. 

The Channel Islands National 
Monument draws scuba divers and 
other outdoors people as well as 
botanists, geologists, and historians 
to study the islands of Santa 
Barbara and Anacapa — called 
‘‘Mirage”’ by the Indians. 

The two islands are open for day 
visits and camping and can be 
reached by private and charter boat, 
as well as the Island Packers Co., 
which makes regularly scheduled 
trips to the islands. 


Anacapa 
The more accessible island is 
Anacapa, a desert-like mesa rising 
high above the ocean and covered 
with low plants including the prickly 
pear cactus and the giant coreopsis, 
a three-foot-tall relative of the sun 


The giant coreopsis, which grows 
only on the Channel Islands and the 
nearby coast, turns the island into 
green and gold landscape when it 
blooms in spring. For the rest of the 
year the giant coreopsis could pass 
for an ordinary weed. 

The windswept island has only a 
few scraggly eucalyptus trees, so 
the gulls and other birds nest in 
crevices in the rocks or shallow 
depressions in the ground. 

Visitors can walk to the edges of 
the sea gull rookery, close enough to 
see speckled eggs or young birds — 
and close enough to smell the 
distinctive ‘‘fragrance’”’ of hundreds 
of birds. 

The brown pelican rookery is off 
limits to visitors since the pelicans 
are perilously close to extinction. 
The pelicans are increasing in 
number, following the closing of the 
rookery area and the banning of 
DDT, which thins the egg shells. 

Colonies of sea lions mate, fight,

and raise young on the island’s few 
beaches and visitors can see the 
spouts of migrating whales in 
January and February. 

Marine life 

The tide pools are filled with 
marine animals such as star fish, 
sea urchins and abalone. An 
underwater nature trail for skin 
divers is planned for the future. 

In addition to animal and plant 
life, a 14-mile nature trail includes 
the remains of Indian habitation and 
a few buildings used by the resident 
ranger. 

Chumash Indians, who made brief 
visits to the waterless islands, left 
‘kitchen middens’’ — refuse dumps 
of shell fragments, bones and 
discarded tools. Their drinking 
water came from rain which 
dripped down the cave walls where 
it could be collected. 

The islands are still waterless so 
visitors must bring their own water 
as well as fire wood, camping 
supplies and food. Campers are 
encouraged to ‘‘travel light’’ 
because everything must be carried 
up more than 150 steps from a 
seaside landing to the mesa 
camping area. 

Modern buildings 

Modern buildings on the island 
include an automated light house 
and fog horn — which is off limits 
since the noise is literally deafening. 
Other buildings are the ranger’s 
home and buildings for equipment 
and a power generator. 

A chapel-like structure houses two 
redwood tanks holding the water 
supply for the few people who live 
and work on the island. The 
churchlike exterior is camouflage 
for the tanks, repeatedly damaged 
by target shooters. 

Anacapa Island itself is part of the 
westward extension of the Santa 
Monica Mountains. A few black sand 
beaches, visible at low tide, reveal 
the island’s volcanic nature. 

Centuries of water and 60-mile- 


Primitive, full of life 


per-hour winds have carved the 
island cliffs into caves, arches, and 
blow holes. The island’s trademark 
is the 40-foot-high Arch Rock, a 
natural bridge formed by sea 
erosion at the eastern edge of 
Anacapa. 

The five-mile-long island is a 
chain of three islands with primitive 
camping and nature trail on East 
Island, and picnic area and tidepools 
at Frenchy’s Cove on the central 
segment. 

Limited camping 

Campers are limited in the 
primitive campgrounds to 50 people 
at a time because of the islands’ 
fragile environment. 

Tide pool animals, shells, rocks 
and plants are protected and cannot 
be removed from the national 
monument. Rangers encourage all 
visitors ‘‘to leave only footprints 
and take away only photographs’”’ so 
the treasures of the islands will 
remain for future visitors. 

Of the eight-island chain, only 
Anacapa and Santa Barbara are 
open to monument visitors. San 
Clemente, San Nicolas and San 
Miguel are administered by the U.S. 
Navy. Santa Catalina, Santa Cruz 
and Santa Rosa are privately owned. 

The official gateway to the 
monument is located in the Channel 
Islands Harbor, Ventura, but boats 
can be alos chartered from Santa 
Barbara, Oxnard, Malibu and San 
Pedro. Private boats are 
discouraged because the islands 
lack safe anchorage. 

The Island Packers Co., operating 
from Channel Islands Harbor, 
schedules summer trips daily to 
Anacapa Island and twice weekly to 
Santa Barbara island. Adult fare is 
$12 for each full-day round trip.

Don’t smoke 


Cigarette smoking is a 
health hazard for anyone 
and a special risk for people 
who have coronary disease, 
warns the American Heart 
Association. 
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cardiopulmonary resusci- 
tation (CPR). It is a vital 
part of emergency cardiac 
care: 

For those not familiar 
with the procedure involved 
in this first aid, life-saving 
technique, the basic steps 
are simple. 


First, let’s describe the 
victim. He or she might 
have experienced a heart 
attack, choking on food, 
drug intoxication, 
electrocution, accidental 
drowning, or shock from an 
automobile accident. You 
must get the, heart to 
resume its pumping action 
and get air to the lungs. 
This action must take place 
within four minutes or 
death will result. 

The method for doing this 
is referred to as the ABC 
procedure. A for airway, B 
for breathing, and C for 
circulation. Sounds simple 
— and it is — but the 
procedure must be taught 
by certified instructors. 
The goal of the American 
Heart Association, Greater 
Los Angeles Affiliate, 
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SPECIALS 


is to train 20 per cent of the 
population over 14 years of 
age to administer CPR 
effectively. i 

Using the national 
standards for this training, 
set by the Heart 
Association, the Red Cross 
and the Los Angeles City 
Fire Department are 
holding classes for the 
general public. 

During the course, the 
trainee observes a 
demonstration on a dummy 
of mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and the 
application of external 
pressure on the chest. Each 
trainee learns the proper 
technique by actual 
practice under the personal 
supervision of the 
instructor. The course takes 
less than a day. No fee is 
charged nor is any 
equipment required to be 
furnished by the trainee. 

Once these procedures 
are mastered, the trainee is 
the recipient of a wallet 
card stating that he or she 
has successfully completed 
the CPR course according 
to the standards established 
by the American Heart 
Association. 

Once learned, this 
knowledge is never 
forgotten. One of the most 
gratifying experiences 
persons can have in their 
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lifetimes is to save the life 
of another human being in 
an emergency situation. All 
too often we hear of a tr 

 . at a family 
outing, of a pefson choking 
to death in a réstaurant, or 
of soméone ha a sudden 
heart attack on street. 
Had prompt we proper 
CPR procedures been 
applied to the victim, a life 
might have been saved. 
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The American Heart 
Association, Greater Los 
Angeles Affiliate, has 

260 CPR instructors 
this past year. These 
instructors, in turn, have 
trained 15,000 local 
residents. Besides the

ludes personnel involved 
in rescue and emergency 
situations, medical atid 
paramedical fields. 


The Heart Association 
also conducts a program in 
advanced cardiac life 
support (advanced CPR) 
for physicians only. This

Delicious, eye appealing 
frozen desserts have been 
included in many American 
menus; however, the recipe 
idea did not originate with 
us. Did you know that 
according to one account, 
frozen desserts were 
popular with the early 
Chinese who used snow and 


ice in their beverages and 
foods? 

And even‘ Catherine de 
Medici at her wedding to 
France’s future King, 
Henry II, in 1533, served a 
different frozen flavor 
delight each day of the 
festivities!

Japanese 
chicken 


As America observes its 
Bicentennial, chicken joins 
the celebration as one food 
which has been a part of the 
nation’s culinary heritage 
for more than 200 years. 

The first explorers 
brought chickens with them 
on ships from Europe. Some 
500 domestically bred 
chickens were listed on an 


* early Jamestown inventory 


— offspring of those which 
survived the trip from 
England with the colonists. 
From the Indians, 
Colonial housewives 
learned to use corn in their 
cooking and soon a staple in 
their diets (especially in 
New England) was 
succotash — a thick, corn- 
bean soup which was 
probably served by 
Pilgrims at the first 
Thanksgiving dinner in 1621. 
The oldest succotash 
recipe on record requires 
the boiling of two fowls in a 
large kettle of water. 
Daniel Webster wrote 
that his mother was an 
artist at simmering 
together chicken and salt 
pork ‘‘in her own rare 
manner’ and she always 
served it when he visited 
her in New Hampshire. 
Chicken was on the menu 
when George Washington 
entertained General 
Lafayette at Mount Vernon. 
And Annette, the 
Monticello governess for 


Thomas Jefferson’s 
children, left written 
instructions for 


making ‘‘Chicken Hash” 
when he moved into the 
White House, noting, ‘‘This 
dish is for breakfast.” 
Because of lack of 


refrigeration, chickens 


were herded live aboard 
luxury steamboats on the 
Mississippi and Ohio 
Rivers. These were often 
prepared by French chefs 
and served in the most 
elegant manner beneath 
chandeliers swaying to the 
boat’s motion. 

Mark Twain, traveling in 
Europe in 1878, became 
nostalgic for what he called 


“nourishing meal’ and 
wele out-a lengthy menu of 
what he would like to have 
awaiting him when he 
arrived home. 

This included ‘‘broiled 
chicken, American style.” 

Fried chicken was typical 
not only in the South but in 
the country’s mid-section as 
settlers moved West, 

America has been called 
a ‘‘melting pot’ of many 
nationalities and certainly 
American food has evolved 
from the favorite dishes of 
many lands. 

Here’s a favorite of 
Oriental cooks which could 
add an international note to 
your next party. 

Japanese Chicken 

’N Livers 

Ye cup soy sauce 

Y%q cup sherry 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1 teaspoon ground ginger 

Ys cup water 

Ye pound chicken livers, 
cut in half 

1 large whole chicken 
breast, split, skinned, boned 
and cut in 1- inch cubes 

4 scallions cut in 1- inch 
lengths 

1 cup rice, cooked 

2 tablespoons white 
vinegar 

2 tablespoons sugar 

2 teaspoons dry sherry 

Combine soy sauce, 
sherry, sugar, ginger and 
water. Boil 1 minute; cool. 
Marinate chicken livers, 
chicken cubes and scallion 
pieces in mixture 15-30 
minutes, turning once. On 
short wooden skewers, 
thread a chicken cube, a 
chicken liver piece, a 
scallion piece, another liver 
piece and another checken 
cube. Grill over hibachi 45 
minutes per saide, brushing 
occasionally with 
marinade. OR, even broil 3 
to 6 inches for 7 to 10 
minutes. Serve with rice 
prepared as follows® Cook 
rice according to package 
directions. Meanwhile, in 
small saucepan, combine 
vinegar, sugar and sherry. 
Bring to boil and stir into 
cooked rice. Serves 4 to 5.

Roll the graham crackers 
with a rolling pin until they 
are fine crumbs. Put the 
graham crackers in a bowl 
and add the unsweetened 
cocoa. Using a pastry 
blender, mix graham 
crackers and cocoa with the 
softened margarine until 
completely mixed and the 
consistency of dough. 
Reserve 2 tbsp. of this mix- 
ture to use later. 

Plaee the remaining mix- 
ture evenly on the bottom of 
a 9 inch pie pan. Place the 
reserved 2 tbsp. of the mix- 
ture in an ovenproof dish. 
Place both the pie plate and 
reserved crumbs in a 375 
degrees oven for 8 min. 
Then, cool to room 
temperature. 

Put the 1/3 cup water ina 
saucepan and add the two 
envelopes of unflavored 
gelatin. Allow the gelatin to 
soften in the water for at 
least 5 minutes. Heat the 
gelatin mixture over low 
heat, stirring constantly un- 
til the gelatin is completely 
dissolved in the water. DO 
NOT BOIL! 

Add the 2 cups of low fat 
milk to the gelatin mixture 
and mix thoroughly. Place 
in the refrigerator for about 
_4 half hour or until mixture 
‘starts’ to thicken. Remove 
from the refrigerator and 
place the milk/gelatin mix- 
ture in a blender. Add the 
vanilla extract, mint ex- 
tract, green food color and 
sugar substitute. Blend un- 
til a foamy consistency. 

Pour the mixture into the 
cooled pie shell. Sprinkle 
reserved cooked crumbs 
over top of pie evenly. 

Place in refrigerator and 
chill at least 3 hours before 
serving. If possible, make a 
day ahead of time.
